CONTROL OF 
WARBLES. 


DRESSINGS SUCCESSFUL. 


The time of the vear has now arrived when 
warbles are making their appearance on the 
backs of cattle. These warbles are the 
crubs or maggots of the warble fly or gid 
fiv. The adult warble flies are developed 
during . the summer months. They fly 
around actively and alight on cattle in order 
to lay their eggs on them. Animals become 
very excited and nervous when they hear 
warble flies buzzing around. and they gallop 
violently (gad) in an effort to avoid the. flies. 
Very often the flies succeed in laving their 
eggs on animals (generally on the legs and 
lower parts of the body). In. a short time 


very small maggots hatch from these eggs, | 


and they immediately bore in through. the 
skin. These maggots live and grow within 
the body of the animal fer A number of 
months, and finally come to the back from 
about the mouth of March onwards. 

The amount of Joss which incurred 
annually in this country because of the pre- 
setice of. warble flies is very great. The 
extensive damuge caused to hides by the 
warble grubs constitutes a very large pro- 
portion of this loss, but great loss also re- 
sults on account of animals ‘‘ gadding ” from 
the adult flies. This renders animals liable 
io burt themselves, it causes a reduction in 
the milk yield of cows, and it prevents all 
animals from thriving normally. | 

It is most desirable that a determined 
effort should be made by farmers to exter- 
iminate the warble fly. Recent research has 
shown that by applying certain dressings. 
nade from derris powder, to the backs of 
animals at the proper times from 90 per 
cent. to 100 per cent. of the warbles can be 
killed. ‘The kiliing of the warbles while they 
are on the backs of the animals means, ot 
course, that flies cannot develop from them, 
and so the number of flies present in the 
following summer would be correspondingly 
reduced, If cattle were treated so well and 
systematically as to kill practically all 
grupos on their backs, the number of 
warble flies present in the country would. be 
reduced to a negligible quantity im a short 
time.

“I sincerely hope the Government of the 
country will without further dglay introduce 
legislation to end once and for all this serious 
stain in Our national life, and rescue this 
large and important body of Irish citizens 
from conditions at once slavish and degrad- 
ing. The Government will be approached in 
this matter, and | am hopeful of good re 
sulta,” said the President, who added that 
he was glad to note that the recommendations 
of the Commission set up to inquire into the 
question of the refistration of shops followed 
largely on the terms of resolutions adopted 
by those annual delegate meetings over a 
number of years. 

Declaring that, as a result of the tariff 
policy of the Government, there had been: a 
welcome and raps! development in certain in- 
dustries, he went on to say :—‘* We are not 
quite satisfied that trade union conditions 
have been observed in all these industries, 
and we protest empliatically against the in- 
troduction into key positions of alien workers, 
which positions could be completely filled by 
our own nationals, many of whom are un- 
employed.” 

He referred to the resignation of Mr. L. J. 
Dufiy from the secretaryship of the Union to 
become secretary to tle Irish Labour Party, 
and to the appointment in oir. Duffy’s place 
of Mr. M. Brumgoole. 


CONFISCATION. 


Mr. C. MeLean, Limerick, seconded, and 
said that the present Government could not 
he complimented on its policy of uuified 
health insurance socicties, which was nothing 
short of confiscation. The previous Admin.- 
stration had a scheme Who was merely to 
reduce the number of societies and absorb the 
insolvent in the solvent, and that would have 
been a more satisfactory scheme.

In the course of his report the Headmaster 
said that numbers had kept up well during 
the session under review, but that there had 
been a slight falling-off during the present 
session, owing partly to the economic de- 
pression and partly to removals from the dis- 
trict. He referred to changes in the staff, and 
paid a tribute especially to the Irish teachers 
(Mr. S. McAllister and Miss E, Atcheson), 
who had done such good work in raising the 
standard of Irish in the school, 

Having referred to the successes at the 
school, he also referred to the progress of the 
hockey and tennis teams, respectively, and to 
the annual sports meeting held (by kind im- 
vitation of Mr. and Mrs. A. A. Wells) at 
Capragh at the end cf the summer term. 
Thanking those who had worked so hard to 
raise money for the central heating system 
which had been installed, and for other 
necessary repairs, he said that such support 
was very encouraging to those who were 
doing their utmost to extend the school’s 
activities. The small group of successes each 
year did not seem extensive in themselves, 
but viewed as a percentage of members in the 
school their record was at least 
equal to that of any other school 
in the country. Although it was becoming 
hard for many people to provide the educa- 
tion they would wish for their children owing 
to economic stress, they would be amply 
repaid for anv sacrifice they might nae by 
the richer and fuller life made possible for 
the children.

in favour of a leaving age of fourteen years. 

Mr. Havdn Davies, of London, said that 
they all knew that any toy between the ages 
of 14 and 17 could get a job. After that they 
ot the sack. Figures showed that the average 
bev changed his vocation about four times 
before he reached the age of twenty. 

The conference adopted what was described 
as “a revolutionary resolution,” which in 
effect called for the establishment of national! 
primary schools to be attended by all 
children, whether rich or poor, 

Mr. Haydn Davies, President of the London 
Schoolmasters’ Association, who moved the 
resolution, said: ‘‘ It means nothing more or 
less than the complete nationalisation of 
education in this country.” 

Mr. A. Davidson, of Liverpool, said that if 
the scheme were put into force it would do 
away with the mentality whch created the 
snob’ ery of the middle-class, and, still worse, 
the inverted snobbery of the lower middle- 
class, 

The conference also passed, without discus 
sion, a resolution expressing dissatisfaction 
with the fact that the Government had failed 
to take any action regarding the scandalous 
condition of many private schools, and calling 
for the compulsory registration of such 
schools.

SCOTSMAN WHO BECAME 
AMERICAN CITIZEN.

The Britis Home Office is “'steeling its 
heart’’ to all claims from United States 
citizens of British birth who desite to return 
and take work in Great Britain. 

Mr. Douglas Hacking, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Home Office, in a letter to Mr. 
John Train. M.P, for Cathcart, who brought 
to his notice the case of a Lasarkshire man 
who became a United States citizen and re 
turned to Great Britain in Nevember, 1922, 
for the purpose of visiting relatives, reviews 
the whole pos’ tion. 

“ This man was granted permission to stav 
for a period of six months,” he writes. “It 
was a condition of this permussion that he 
should not take any emplovment, paid or un- 
náid, during the course of his :ofourn inthe 
United Kingdom. Subsequently extensions 
were granted to him vrolonging the period of 
his stay until Mav 28. ! 

“ At the end of last vear an application was 
received for perm’ssion to take: emplovment. 
The difficulty in this case is hat this man 
is understeotd to be a joiner by trade, and, 
from inquiries made last January, it was 
ascertained that there were as many as 54 
unemovloyed joiners. in |is district. 

‘Naturally, applications such as this make 
strong claims on one’s sympathy, but T can 
assure vo: that he is onlv one ort of hundreds 
of similar cases of former British subjects 
who, or account of the cCenression in the 
States. have retarned to this country and 
no'v wish to take up em»vloymert. 

“In view of the serious extent of unem- 
nlovment in the United Kinecom we have 
had to stee! our hearts and. in the interests 
of our own peonle, who have borne the brunt 
of the depression, hive had to ins'st upon 
the strict erforcemert of the provisions of 
tha Aliens Order, 1920. in connection with

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


The President Mr. P. T. McGinley 
(“Cú Uladh ”). who spoke in ' Irish, said 
that they would have to admit that the 
Gaelic League was on trial. Everybody 


So tS of delegates from all over the 


admitted that the Gaelic League had done 


good work in its young days; “but some 
persons now said that great changes had 
taken place; that the work of the League 
was finished, and even, if it was not finished, 
that-the proper persons were not at the head 
of affairs and that they were not worth 
assisting. | 

Some spoke «; the Gaelic League as a 
thing of the past, just as they spoke of Par- 
nell or O'Connell. Who was to blame? Was 
it that the old members had become too com- 
fortabl: in their posts to come among those 
at present in the Las ’ Indeed, there was 
another. critical section who never did any- 
thing worth mentioning for the language or, 
perhaps, for anything else. He was in the 
Gaelic League since its inception, ond he did 
not see how it was more severe in its rules 
or more narrow-minded now than ever. From 
the very beginning they were impatient with 
Shoneenism, just as they. were impatient 
now concerning jazz and Rugby. They never 
respected those who tried to run with the 
hare and hunt with the hounds. The Gaelic 
League never respected a political party in 
power which they thought was neglecting 
Gaclic matters, and their policy was the 
same now. They opposed the opinions of the 
bishops concerning the status of Irish in the 
University, and he hoped they would do the 
same again should a similar situation arise. 
According to some persons they were un 
reasonable and narrow-minded; but they 
knew what their objective was, and they 
succeeded. 

It could not Le said that the League’s 
work was complete when there were over 
3.000.000 persons in the country who did 
not know much Irish, while English was on 
top in every position oO. autho. ty end in the 
shops and on the streets. And he did not 
know of any organisation that could replace 
the League to push the language movement 
ahead. 


TRANSIENT WEAKNESS. 


The League was not a weak, feckless body, 
would lik it to he. The 
League was growing, and there was a new 
outlook and spirit among Gaels. During 
the past session thir.y new branches had 
been formed and 270 branches were now 
working hard. Som of the -big branches 
were doing important edu ational work which 
could not be improved on in the University. 
The Gaelic League was doing more important 
work now than ever before If the Coiste 
Gnotha was weak fivancially, it was only a 
transient weakness. lo save the language 
had been, and was now, the objective of the 
League. Good work was also being done for 
lhish dancing and tor Irish music, although 
he feared they neglected Irish music in the 
past. 

Although a number of the:n wore national 
dress at first, Lord Ashbouvne was the only 
person to wear it. consistently. National 
dress was attractive; it brought Gaelic 
matters to the foretront and challenged those 
who follcwed the fashions of Bars and 
London. 

They should not forget an important reso- 
lution passed last year—a_ resolution to 
Gaelicise the Oireachtas and to give no vote 
to a non-lrish-speaking candidate for 
Dail, no matter who he wis. 
not act according to the spirit of that reso- 
lution, and if the matter were left to politi 
cal parties, the descendants of those present 
would be endeavouring to Gaelicise the Dail 
and the Senate (if there was a Senate) 100 
years hence. 


ANNUAL REPORT, 


Mr. Sean Og 0 Ceallaigh, General Secre- 
lary, in his annual report, said. that the 
position of Irish in the Civil Service was 
more satisfactory than for some time. ‘The 
voung civil servants spoke more Irish than 
heretofore and the old civil servants with a 
foreign outlook regarded i. with 
favour. ‘The position ci Gaelic education, 
outside the language itself, in the National 
University, and especiaily im University 
College, Dublin, was, he said, disgraceful. 
The University authorities had made no 
provision to educate through Irish students 
who could profitably avail .í such education. 
The University autho ities were delaying 
considerably the Gaelicising of the country. 
and they would have ‘o be dismissed or 
compelled to give sucu a lad in matters 
Gaelic as might be expected from a National 
University. 

The report was unanimously adopted. 

A resolution from Galway City branch 

produced au interesting discussion. The re- 
solution requested that no member of the 
Gaelic League be :Howed to use his’ mem- 
bership concerning extraneous matters, and 
that no branch or member be allowed to dis- 
cuss any matter that imterfered with the re- 
vival of the language or injured the Gaelic 
League. 
Mr. Eamonn de Bhaldron. Gelwav, moved 
the resolution, and Mr. Sean ( 
Mayo, seconding, said that st was rather 
difficult to segregate the language from 
politics, but at the same time it was not 
right to introduce politics into the League. 
Politics was first introduced into the Leacue 
at the 1915 Congress in Dundaik when Dr. 
Hvde left the Gaelic League, and he did not 
think the Gaelic League had progressed 
since then. They had then more brotherhood. 
more friendship, and Jess jealousy. 


TO FOLLOW PEARSE, 


Mr. de Bhaldron said that instead of ex- 
pelling people from the organisation they 
should try to indtce tnem to 
members 

Mr. Sean Og O Ceallaigh said that he 
would prefer to follow in the footsteps of 
Pearse and MacDonagh than in the footsteps 
of those on the side of Imperialism. Even 
Dr. Douglas Hyde seemed to have changed 
his opintons since 1915, considéring his 
message to the G.A.A. Congress on the pre- 
vious day. 

Dr. Mac Fhinn, Galway, said that those 
who read the words of Pearse would see that 
lis primary objective was the revival of 
Irish, Pearse’s aim was not to drive out of 
the movement persons who did not agree 
with you, or Whom you did not consider 
Irish or national enough, but to attract to 
the movement every force that helped to 
Gaelicise the country. 

Mr. Diarmuid O b-Allmhain, Dublin, 
thought the present policy of the League 
was Injuring the language movement. 
Criticising and absuing others was a negative 
policy. He knew many persons who sup- 
ported Rugby and jazz and spoke more Irish 
than some persons who supported Irish danees 
and games. The previous day he met five 
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girls, hockey players, in Cork who spoke | 


Ivish. 

On a show of hands the resolution was lost 
by a large majority, 

FOREIGN DANCES. 

A resolution from Foynes, Limerick, branch 
to delete from the constitution the ruil 
‘That any member who takes part in foreign 
dances, or 1s present at foreign yames, shall 
not be eligible for membership of any com 
mittee under the Gaelic League,’ was 
defwaicd. 

The Presidert; cn beha.f of the Coiste 
Gnotha, moved a resolution stating that 
feiseanna not under the control of the Gaelic 
League were a source of danger to the 
language and to Gaelic matters, recommend 
ing that Gaels do not assist those feiseanna, 
and that any member of the Gaelk 
who assisted be ineligible for any 
position under the League. 

The President said that he believed that 
some of those feiseanna were established to 
interfere with the feiseanna under the League. 

Tadgh Tuama, Cork, said that he did not 
see how they could prevent those feiseanna, 
and, besides many other matters, were In 
juring the language movement more than 
those feiseanna. Mr. Donnchadha O Briain 
suggested that as only a few feiseanna were 
outside the Gaelic League they not 
worth worrying about. If, for instance, a 
political party wished to hold a ceilidhe they 
should be allowed to do so, and they should 
not try to have every ceilidhe under Gaeli 
League auspices. 


ATTRACTING GAELS. 


Mr. Peadar OhAnnrachain, Skibbereen. 
said that what he objected to was the use 
of the word ceilidhe on advertisements so as 
to attract Gaels to dances. In case 
recently where the word ceilidhe was _ pro- 
minently displayed there was not a single 
Irish dance at the function. 

Ultimately a sub-committee was appointed 
by congress to draft a resolution covering the 
matter, the resolution to be to the effect 
that no member of the Gaelic League shall 
have permission to assist independent 
feiseanna’ in any way without special per 
mission from the Coiste Gnotha, Dublin, o 
the Gaelic League organisation in Ulster, and 
any member of the Gaelic League breaking 
that rule to be ineligible for any committee 
under the League. 

Dr. MacFhinn, Galway, opposed the 
resolution, and said that tne Gaelic League 
were making too many rules to keep people 
out of the organisation. ‘The rules 
they had the better.

A SALT DRESSING USEFUL. 


Mangolds are a crop which appeal diffe 
rently to different farmers. (Un analysis 1% 1s 
undoubtedly a vieg.able reot crop, but many 
people believe thau it does not pull its weight 
in feeding. This belief is possibly due t 
the crop being fed too carly in the 
before the roots have properly matured in the 
pit. However, it is an excellent cleansing 
crop and can be made to give a very high 
vield with proper care and cultivation, and 
certainly we think no farmer is justified in 
growing the crop at all except he secures the 
highest possible yield per acre.. The old time 
tendency to regard superphosphate as an all- 
round. manure has probably prevented us 
from getting as big yields as possible from

After two hundred and thirty years of 
| continuous publication, the Vossische 
Zeitung, Germany’s oldest newspaper, has 
ceased to exist. Its Jast issue appeared on 
Saturday, when’ a valedictory statement 
was made by the staff explaining the 
reasons for the journal’s demise. The 
Vossische - Tante 
Voss,’ or * Auntie Voss,” was a news- 
paper with a very high reputation. It 
maintained its old traditions of Liberal 
culture during the War, and was one ci 
the few German papers that did not lose 
their heads when Ludendorff's legions were 
Sweeping across Europe. After the War 
the Vossisch: Zeitung continued to repre- 
sent a sane point of view, but when the 
Nazis came into power it found itself in 
an almost impossible position. It had two 
choices—to bow in the House of Rimmon, 
abandoning its secular traditions, or to 
cease publication; and after months of 
hopeless struggle it has taken the latter. 
One of Herr Hitler’s most foolish blunders 
has been his treatment of the Press. Since 
his accession to the Chancellorship no 
fewer than one thousand German news-

FIVE MEN IN A BOAT. | 


FOUND AFTER SEARCH 
BY LIFEBOAT.

Five men who failed to return to Jersey 
from a holiday fishing expedition last 
Saturday, and for whom the Jersey life. 
boat went out in search early yesterday. 
were later found safe on the Maitre Ile. 
on Minguiers Reef. 

The men succeeded in reaching Pipette 
Rocks on Saturday, and when. a storm 
urose they made for shelter. They broke 
into some huts for food. Two of the men, 
who belong to Jersey, returned on the life 
boat; the other three remained behind. 
Their boat, the Joy Bell, is undamaged. ° 

When the lifeboat, with the two men 
aboard, arrived back at St. Helier last 
night, crowds lined the quayside and 
cheered the heroic seamen. 

The lifeboat had been out for ten hours 
in tremendous seas, and had to stand by 
till the tide had fallen before they could 
reach the men marooned on the reef. Their 
boat, the Joy Bell, had weathered the 
storm on the lee side of the largest reck, 
known as the Maitre Ile. The dinghy, 
however, was smashed to pieces against 
the rocks. 

Mr. Charles Le Breton, owner of the 
Joy Bell; Raymond Bouchard, and Phi,1p 
Garner, who remained on the rocks 
await calmer weather in which to bring 
back their boat, were made as comfortable 
as possible in one of the huts used by 
summer visitors for fishing purposes, and 
were provided by the lifeboat crew with 
cigarettes and food. 

The two men who returned in the lile- 
boat were Jack Bouchard and Donald 
Reynolds. 

There was a happy reunion between 
Reynolds and his father and mother, who 
had been waiting anxiously for news ol 
their only son. 

““ It was a nasty experience,’ Reynolds 
told a reporter; “and we thought we 
might have to -stay there several days 
without food. We saw no sign of the 
Jersey tug, which, I am told, came out 
to look for us on Sunday.

REGENT IN DANGER OF 
ASSASSINATION, 
From Reuter’s CorresrponpDeENT, 
CALCUTTA, Monday. 


The deputation sent by the Tibetan 
Government, which is on its way to China 
with the object of escorting back the 
Tashi Lama as soon as possible, has 
arrived here. 

The monks have with them large 
numbers of presents, precious Tibetan 
stones, and other valuable articles in 194 
packages. With these _thev hope to 
persuade the Tashi Lama, the spiritual 
leader of Buddhists in Tibet, but exiled 
some years ago for opposition to the late 
Dalai Lama, the temporal ruler, to 
return to their country. 

They are desperately anxious to bring 
him back to Lhasa, the capital, before the 
‘reincarnation’? of the Dalai Lama in 
about eight months’ time, so that he can 
become the child’s teacher. 

The deputation, which consists of the 
Lama of Tegki Monastery. six high officials 
and fifty monks, is sailing to-morrow for 
China in the steamer Hutsang. 

Meanwhile it is rumoured in Tibetan 
circles here that the Tibetan National 
Assembly has telegraphed to the Kalim- 
pong agent of the Tibetan Government 
stating that the life of the present Regent, 
the 23-year-old Abbot of the Reting 
Monastery, is threatened. The message 
asked the deputation to go bv sea route 
to China, avoiding all delay in bringing 
back the Tashi Lama.

In the spring of 1930 a drake and duck 
mallard appeared in New Square, Lincoln s 
Inn, London, in the very heart of the legal 
world, on a pond about the size of the best 


room in a Council house. 
Their appearance, courtship, marriage and 


divorce—owing to the subsequent attentions of 
another drake—caused such a stir in Lincoln s 
Inn that the history of the affair is recorded 
in the Black Book of the Society, one of the 
most treasured records in Engfand, consist- 
ing of an unbroken record since 1422 of all 
matters of interest to the Inn. 

Every year siuce they first put in an 
appearance these mallards or their offspring, 
which were caught and ringed by the 
gardener, have returned in spring, and, to 
the delight of the members~ of the Inn, a 
pair arrived recently and seem to have come 
to stay. 

This important event was communicated by 
an appropriate official of the Inn to the 
treasurer—who is at present several hundred 
miles away—and he replied: “Tell the 
gardener to put some tasty food down for the 
birds.”

ATHLETE 
IN CHINA. 


Mr. Erie H. Liddell, the famous athleta 
was married at ‘Tientsin, North China, on 
Tuesday, to Miss Florence MacKenzie. 

Mr. Liddell, who is on the staff of the 
Anglo-Chinese College in Tientsin, is a son 
of the late Rev. J. D. Liddell, and Mrs. 
Liddell, Edinburgh. Miss MacKenzie is the 
eldest daughter of the Rev. Hugh MacKenzie, 
of the Church of Canada Mission, Honan, 
China. 

By his athletic prowess Mr. Liddell’s name 
is world famous. Coming into prominence 
while at Edinburgh University, he repre- 
sented Great Britain in the Ulympic Games 
at Paris in 1924, when ho won the 400 metres 
in record time. Incidentally, he extended his 
reputation by refusing to run in the 100 
metres event because the preliminary heats 
were held on a Sunday. 

He was a Scottish champion over 100, 220. 
440 yards distances, and won the -H.A.A. 100 
yards championship in 1923, returning best 
championship time, 97-10 secs., the 220 yards 
championship in the same year, and the 440 
vards championship in 1924. He was also a 
Scottish Rugby internationalist:

THE SYNOD OF DUBLIN.

When the Synod of Dublin met in Trinity 
United Church, Cork, there was. a very large 
attendance, nearly fifty ministers and elders 
being present from the five Presbyteries 
which constitute the Synod—Newry, Dublin, 
Bailieboro’, Connaught and Munster. | 

Public Worship was conducted bv the 
Moderator, the Rev. E. J. McKee, LL.D., 
Bray, who also presided at the observance 
of the Lord’s Supper. Thereafter the Synod 
was constituted, the outgoing Moderator 
thanking the Synod for their kindriess and 
help during his year of office, and asking 
them to appoint his successor. 

The Clerk, the Rev. Victor J. Cotter, re 
ported that the five Presbyteries cf the Synod 
had nominated the Rev. Andrew (Gibson, 
M.C., B.A., B.D., Cork, for the Moderator- 
ship, and on the motion of the Rev. J. 8%. 
Crockett, M.A., seconded by the Rev. G. B. 
Shaw, he was unanimously called to the 
chair, and briefly addressed the Court. 

The Rev. William Corkey, D.D., Moderato: 
of the General Assembly, gave an eloquent 
address on the message of the Presbvterian 
Church to the world, and referred to the 
work of the Church Extension Committee, ol 
which he is one of the Conveners, 

The Clerk gave in the report of the Busi 
ness Committee, and stated that the latte: 
could not see its way to license the appeal 
of Mr. James Pierce from a decision oí the 
Presbytery of Newry. 

Retiring members of the Board of Educa- 
tion—the Very Rev. Dr. Morrow, Pr. 
Osborne and the Rev. Herbert Martin—were 
reappointed. 


TEMPERANCE REPORT. 


The report on Temperance and Social Ser 
vice presented by the Rev. E. J. Meck: 
LL.D., referred to the good effect the lu 
price of intoxicants had in promotin 
sobriety, by lessening consumption, but 
deplored the increase in the number 
licensed dance halls with their all night 
licences, and the issue of new licences fo 
sale of intoxicants by the authorities of th« 
Irish Free State. 

The report called for a strict enforcement 
of the Road Traffic Act, 1934, as it applies 
to drivers of motor vehicles who are unde! 
the influence of drink, and for greater zea! 


in opposing the declared propaganda of the | 


trade to educate the young in the use oí 
so-called alcoholic beverages. 

The activities of the Free State Govern- 
ment in the clearing away of slum dwellings 
and replacing them with new houses for the 
working classes were highly commended, but 
regret was expressed for the prevalence ol 
gambling and betting. 

“The sweepstakes are still supported by 
large numbers of the working i and 
have resulted in a great deal of disappoint- 
ment, increased poverty and suffering. it 


was a decidedly retrograde step to legalise | 


the betting shops. They provide increased 
facilities for betting.”’ 

The report gave rise to a great deal of 
discussion, 

The report on the state of religion - dis- 
closed many encouraging features. Sabbath 
observance was still general, in spite of the 
laxity of the times, and members of our 
congregations generally kept themselves free 
from social evils such as drunkenness, 
gambling and impurity. 


THE YOUNG PEOPLE. 


Young people’s organisations were to 
be found in practically all the churches, and 
great interest and liberality to missions, both 
at home and abroad, were most marked. In 
the absence of the Convener, Rev. T. RA 
Killen, the report was presented by the 
Rev. J. S. Rutherford. 

The report on the Sustentation Fund, pre- 
sented by Mr. 0. R. Williams, 
supplemented by a statement by the 
Rev. J. 8. Cockett, disclosed- that 
there was an increase of over £30 in 
the givings of the congregations of the Synod 
during 1933. 

This result was considered most satis- 
factory. The warmest thanks of the Synod 
were accorded to the ladies and office-bearers 
of Trinity United Church for their abun- 
dant hospitality.

The heart can be made to beat again 30 
minutes after it has stopped and circulation 
of the blood ceased, in cases of angina 
pectoris.
